Beginning four days before 
April 1, mail carriers will leave 
census questionnaires at each 
jresidential mailbax. Each family 
will be asked to fill out its ques- 
tionnaire and hold it for the 
census taker, The enumeration 
of the district is expected to he 
completed in about five weeks 
after the census takers begin 
making calls on April 1. 

There are 180 other census dis- 
tricts throughout the country 
where this method of enumera- 
tion will be used. The Census; 
Bureau estimates that about 40 
percent of the U. S. population 
live in these districts, 

There are 212 other census dis- 
tricts in which the remaining 
60 percent of the population live. 
These districts, for the most 
‘part, include the large cities and | 
their suburbs. Households in’ 
these districts will also receive 
census questionnaires in the mail 
to fill out, but they will be ask- 
ed to mail them back to the cen- 
sus office in a postage-free en- 
velope that will accompany the 
; questionnaire. No census taker 
iwill call at these households 
(from which completely filled out 
; questionnaires are returned. 

The Census Bureau says that 
having the questionnaire in the 
‘home for several days gives the 
ifamily time to assemble infor- 
mation about each member of 
ithe household, thus speeding up, 
the census and providing accu- 
rate statistics.
